Justice to the ac­ 
cused, aud justice to the people who pay 
taxes, demand that criminal.' sh ill not loat 
aud .allen iu jail, when by rights they 
should be either doiug the State good ser­ 
vice at Waupun, or the city a benefit by 
working on the streets. An instance, snow­ 
ing how’ neglectful some officers of justice 
are, is given by the Waupun Times this 
w eek: 
A year and a half ago the cigar factory in Wau­ 
pun wa.- robbed ut 5.UJJ cigala. The cigar* were 
afterwards found ic Fond aa Lac, and three men 
arr os led for the theft. One of them, Clement, by 
name, has been lying In jail at Janeaa, ever 
ainee. At tai* term ol court the District Attor­ 
ney asked tor a continuance of the trial, but the 
coart recused it on the ground that the prisoner 
had been contineu already a year and a hall with* 
out trial, aud that our law* would not permit 
nim lo be held any longer. Se he was din barr­ 
ed. The question that now recurs is, was the 
man innocent or was he guilty T 
Here is u case wherein the carelessness 
or tho willul negligence ol the District At­ 
torney, cost the county oyer $300, and at 
last inc aiau was set scott free, although he 
was probably 
guilty. This 
is not an 
isolated case. There arc many similar 
ones in the Slate—cases in which persons 
who are arrested on charge of crime, are 
kept in jill month atter month, when they 
should have been promptly tried at the first 
term of the court alter their arrect,and their 
fate determined. This is the most econom­ 
ical aud sensible way to dispose of these 
p e r s ^ l lf they are guilty they should be 
convicted aud put to work ; and if they are 
innocent, their liberty 19 due them. 
Not 
long ago a young man in Vernon county, 
charged with burglarizing a store, was kept 
in jail for nearly one year, at an expense of 
seyerai hundred dollars, and finally, when 
the case w as called for trial, the District 
Attorney entered a ii illc, and the fellow 
was discharged, la Hock county there is 
more promptness in disposing of the crim­ 
inal cases, aud the law’s delay does not 
work an injustice to the tax payers, but In 
many counties there is a tearful lack of 
promptness and efficiency among the Dis­ 
trict Attorneys.

The Commissioner of Pensions, Hon. J. 
A. Bentley, bas made his annual report, 
and submitted it to the Secretary ol tbe 
Interior.

Thomas Adamson, the Consul General of 
the United States tor Brazil, regarding our 
trace with that country. 
Mr. Adamson 
shows that Brazil purchases abroad by 
tar the larger part of the food needed for 
home consumption. Of this the wheaten 
flour comes mostly from the United States^ 
but our share of the trade is falling off, 
while that of Uruguay and that of Austria 
are Increasing. This he attributes to care­ 
lessness in packmg, the barrels in which 
American Ii mr is packed being lighter 
and less secure than the Austrian. .In the 
same 
way, 
our 
canoed 
goods 
and salted and smoko-curcd meats are 
found to be so prepared that they do not 
so completely withstand the trying Brazil­ 
ian climate. 
These are matters to which 
our exporting merchants can afford to pay 
prompt and careful attention. Daring the 
last fiscal year, closing June 30 1373, our 
imports from Brazil were, in round num­ 
bers, $43,000,000, while our exports were 
less than $9,000,000. Such a state of 
things shows an opening which American 
enterprise ought to be able to take advan­ 
tage of.

THE PENSION SEKVIUE. 


A n n u a l R ep o rt o f th e C'oium i*t*ioner 
o f P en ttion o. 


W a sh in g to n , October 23.—Hon. J. A. 
Bentley, Commissioner of Pensions, has 
completed bis animal report to the Secre­ 
tary of tbe Interior, showing the opera­ 
tions of the pension service duriug the fis­ 
cal year ended June 30, and making sun­ 
dry recommendations tor the future. The 
number of claims of ail classes filed during 
the year was 61,509. Of these, 18,812 were 
original claims for invalid pensions, being 
more than double tbe number of the same 
class flied in (Tither of the tour years from 
1871 to 1874; 18,240 were for the War of 
1812 service, under the act of March 9 
1373. About one-eigbth of these claims 
were in behalf of survivors, the remainder 
were widows’ claims; 43,764 claims were 
settled, at an average cost to the Govern­ 
ment of $10.15 per case. The average cost 
in 1377 was $12.81, and in 1376, $17.11. 
The saving through tbe increased efficien­ 
cy of the office, including the reduction in 
the salary appropriation of $33 550 rn 1877 
over 1876, was $183,050, and in 1873 over 
1376, 
including 
the 
reduction 
in 
the salary fund of $37,800, was $'340,172. 
The number of cases settled in 1877 was 
22M per cent, greater than in 1376. and in 
1373, 50 per cent, greater than in 1376. At 
the beginning ot tbe year tho number of 
agencies for paying pensions was, by order 
of the President, reduced from fifty-eight 
to eighteen, saying in salaries tor the year 
$142,000. The aggregate saving in the 
bureau for tbe year in reduced payments 
for salaries of all descriptions, aDd reduc­ 
tion In tbe number of agencies, was $432,- 
172; adding $180,050 for 1877, the aggre­

In view oi lac

ble, are now little short of criminal. This 
is a subject up rn which the Catholic cler­ 
gy of tile country have frequently express­ 
ed the same opinion, and they have done 
much to check the excess that I innerly 
prevailed : some of the bishops going so 
tar as to arbitrarily limit the number of 
carriages which should loilow a corpse to 
the grave. The late pope, it will be re­ 
membered, leit strict orders in his will that 
his funeral should be a cheap oue, and 
that the monument erected for him should 
cost but four hundred francs. 
All this is in 
the right direction ; ostentation aud un­ 
necessary displays are always objection­ 
able, but they are particularly out of place 
at funerals. Very often, too, they involve 
expenses which the survivors are poorly 
able to meet, and which entail distress and j 
sometimes 
dishonor. Still, 
the nalual 
feeling that impels the lavishing of honor 
upon the newly dead is very strong and 
hard to be controlled. Too often the con- j 
science OI the survivor smites him for his 
neglect or wrong of the dtau while living, 
and he wishes to make compensation, “it 
is the last thing that can be done, let ai do j 
It well,” is the thought. Tne clergy of all I 
denominations will do a good work if, 
without deriding or denouncing this feel- I 
mg, they can keep It within proper bouuds 
and prevent it from running to excesses 
Another evidence of good seose in avoid 
ing useless expenditures is lo beseen in the 
growing simplicity of our wedding festi­ 
vals. It is becoming considered la rather j 
bad taste to permit, at the wedding even of j 
our most wealthy people, the profuse dis- 
plays, either of apparel, jewelry or bridal ' 
presents, that were deemed the correct J 
thing a few years ago. A quiet, elegant, 
and inexpensive wedding is now becom­ 
ing the rule, in the best circles, rather than 
the exception. 
This is all right and shows a wholesome 
tendency. 
We are old enough, as a nation, 
to have sown or wild oats by this time, and 
to haye settled down into habits of econo­ 
my, thrift and prudence. The rich can 
set a good example to the poor by paying 
a little attention lo these matters.

Courier Jo u n al. 
Sargent S. PreLtiss bad won a world­ 
wide reputation in 
MiiiUsippi 
as an 
orator and • lawyer. 
Hid two duels with 
GoA’eroor Llenry 8. Foote, in 1803, 
in 
which be was both times challenged, and 
tach time wounded his adversary, had es- 
tiibiiS'beJ his reputation for courage. 
The 
witchery ot his eloquence surpassed any 
living orator of his time, or, iodeed, any 
that had preceeded him. From Patrick Hen­ 
ry down lo the present day. 
Ile brat came lo Natchez, Mississippi, 
in 1827, aud was employed as tutor in the 
private family ct the widow ot the late 
Judge Shields, of the supreme court of that 
Slate, and availed, himself of (be fine lib­ 
rary ot that noted jurist. 
Although a na­ 
tive of the State ol Maine, Prentiss had 
none oi the prejudices of his people, and 
readily adapted himself to Southern cus­ 
toms and institutions. 
In 1828 he was ad­ 
mitted to the bar, and formed a Jaw part­ 
nership with General helix Huston at 
Nate bt z. In 1831 he removed to Vicks­ 
burg, but frequently visited his old home 
lo Natchez 
The ,writer first met 
Mr. 
Prentiss ai Natchez alter his wonderful 
defense of Dr. Wilkinson, ot Mississippi, 
in 1838, tor the killing of liothwell and 
Meeks in the celebrated tragedy at the 
House in Louisville Kentucky, on which 
occasion he was associated with the distin­ 
guished Judge Rowan. 
His argument on that occasion was con­ 
sidered his great masterpiece of forensic 
eloquence, and which resulted in the ac­ 
quittal of Dr. W ilkinson, although the best 
talent of the Slate ot Kentucky was em 
ployed for the prosecution. His repartee, 
pnghtlineM of wit and withering sarcasm 
were unsurpassed. The result of his power 
lay in his 
woud rful application and 
adaptation of classical, historical aud po­ 
etical quotations with which he adorned 
ano illustrated hie speeches and arguments. 
Mr. Prentiss was small in stature, not 
being over five feet eight inches in height, 
aud was deformed by his right foot being 
smaller than the 
left one, aod which 
turned under, so that he used a cane in 
walking. 
He had a massive clift fore­ 
head. large blue eyes, handsome features, 
with a remarkable intellectual expression, 
ic which nobleness, daring and magnanim­ 
ity were singularly combined. He had a 
slight lisp, which gave to certain words a 
hissing sound, aod the expression of his 
features gave great lorce to his language 
la those days there were more wealth, 
aristocracy and cultivated refinement with, 
in a circumference of 20 miles arouud 
Natchtz than in any other portion of the 
Male. During the time Prentiss was teach* 
iug in the family of Mrs. {Shields he was 
invited to a neighborhood party,and being 
a total stranger, and at that lime extremely 
sensitive as lo his deformity, he felt him- 
eclt neglected aud looked down upon 
by 
the 
aristocratic 
planters 
and 
lair ladies,and unjustly attributed the cause 
to his being a poor, fame school master. 
Prom that time he secluded himself from 
all society and w’holiy devoted himself to 
his books and studies, having resolved to 
himseli that he would, to lic h is own lan­ 
guage, “one day bring these people to his 
let I/’ In relating this incident to ibe 
writer, he said it was to the mortification 
he felt on that occasion that he owed bis 
future success. 
During one of Mr. Prentiss' visits to 
Natchez, the writer, who had then ju^l 
been admitted to the bar, took a stroll with 
him to the Natchtz liiutl, which is some 
380 lect above the level of the river, and 
(rom its long reach commande d a due view. 
A glorious sunset, with its crimson hues, 
was melting on the western sky, aou 
^prickling the lleecy clouds with the gold- 
r n splendor of its rays, when Prentiss broke 
(orth into a rapturous improvisation in 
which the exquisite beauty of his language 
was only equalled by the gorgeous brillian­ 
cy of the scene before us. 
When he had 
finished, supposing thai he had been quot­ 
ing from some au'hor, the writer waked 
where the supposed quotation was from ? 
Tapping his forehead {with his fiogen, he 
*aUt, ‘ From here, I never heard it before.” 
In 184*1 Mr. Prentiss moved to New Or­ 
leans (where the writer had preceded him) 
aod formed a partnership with his old con­ 
frere, General Hu*ton. 
In January, 1848, 
he was employed in a suit against James 
Irwin, the son-in-law of fleury Clay, to 
net aside certain deeds of trust made by 
James Irwin to his brother Andrew, who 
lived in Tennessee, oa thegrouudol lraud 
Kendall Hunt, one of the ablest advocates 
at the bar, was retained to defend Mr. Ir­ 
win. Toe case occupied three days in 
taking the testimony being closed 
the 
court adjourned until next diy tor the ar- 
jumeLt of the case. There was a great 
deal of feeling on both sides, and no little 
clashing and sparring between the counsel. 
As they were going down the court hou*e 
caps, the writer being behind them, Hunt 
observed with a pompous, confident air, 
“Well, Prentiss, I rather think you hav« 
got an alligator case to handle.” 
“ Yes,” 
replied Prentiss, with bis hissing lip, *‘it is 
an alligator case, Hunt, aod I am going to 
skin him to morrow ” And he kept his 
word. The next day the court room was 
crowded to its utmost capacity. 
Mr. 
Prentiss, id summing up and commenting 
on the evidence before the jury, dealt lo 
bursts of scathing, withering reflections on 
the conduct of the defendant. “ Why, gen* 
Hemen,” said be, Mtbe evidence before yon 
shows that this man James Irw in, in rob 
bing his creditors, has not shown even the 
common honesty ol the highwayman, 
much less his courage, for the highwayman 
in taking spcil does it at the risk of his 
life, while he was never known to stoop so 
low as to rob the poor.” 
Here Mr. Pren­ 
tiss made a deep pause, and, as it r< fleeting 
on the severity of the language he ha I 
u*ed, he turned from the jury and thus 
addressed the court: “May it please the 
court, on reflection, I deem it my doty, in 
presence of this vast assemblage, to tender 
an apology for the language I have just 
permitted to escape from my lips [pro­ 
found sensation]; for in the olden days of 
chivalry, when knight errantry prevailed. 
there was a 
nobility, 
a 
generos­ 
ity and magnanimity in the soul of the 
chivalrous highwayman never possessed by 
the defendant in this case.” The court and 
counsel for the defendant looked confound­ 
ed, while a burst of Irrepressible applause 
broke forth from the audience. 
Mr. Pren­ 
tiss continued: “I, therefore, feel compell­ 
ed to do justice to the memory of the 
knightly honor of the highwayman for j 
Giving connected his name with that of a 
man so degraded and disgraced, and make 
my apology to the couit for the wrong I 
have committ* d.” Th* n. turning to the jury 
he said : “A more fitting and appropriate 
comparison, gentlemen, would be to asso­ 
ciate the name ot James Irwin with that of 
the stealthy, lighi-fing* red pick-pocket, 
who robs you while not knowing that you 
are robbed.” The effect was blasting and 
painfully withering, and one which no ef- 
| tort of the genius and eloquence of Randall 
Hunt could obliterate. Prentiss had skin­ 
ned the alligator! 
I be result was that young Henry Clay 
Irwin, the oldest son of Mr. Irwin, a high 
toned aud spirited young man, only twen­ 
ty-two years old, sent by the bands of his 
second, Mr. Robert Johnson, of Kentucky, 
a peremptory challenge 
to 
Prentiss, 
i The 
friends 
of

{ties, 
Babe 
Peyton, 
then 
United 


Stales district attorney, and the late Alex. 
C. Bullitt, editor of the Picayune, advised 
him to decline the challenge on the ground 
' that he was not responsible for language 
used profession*'iy, and that Mr. James 
Irwin only had the right to demand satis* 
faction, which was d« dc to save Irwin, as 
they felt the duel wmjIj prove fatal to him. 
But Prentiss said the challenge slated that 
young Irwin's lather was unable to attend 
lo such matters, and if he declined It woold 
only lead to a street fight. 
That he ad­ 
mired the spirit of the gallant boy, and ap­ 
preciating his noble feelings, and there 
being no alternate he was compelled to 
give him satisfaction. 
The challenge was 
const quei.tiy accepted, aud time given to 
Mr. Prentiss lo arrange his affairs, lo the 
meantime, Gent ril Huston was called in 
consultation. 
He advised that if it was 
po&s’ble to effect a reconciliation, it should 
be done as tne result in any alternate 
would prove i&tally disastrous to the fam­ 
ilies of both parties, the aunt of young Ir­ 
win being the wife of John Bell, of 
Tennessee, who was the great friend of 
Premia*. General Huston suggested that

ruary, 1848. The weapons chosen were 
pistols at ten paces, it was then pro­ 
posed to Mr. Irwin’s seconds that Harney 
and Morse be called in as umpires before 
the principals were placed, which w*9 
finally agreed to, subject to be accepted or 
r* jected. After consultation, Harney and 
Moise drew up the following: 
“ Hie clinically between Mr. Irwin and 
Mr. Prentiss haviog been referred to us 
by their respective friends, we are of the 
opinion that Mr. Prentiss traveled out of 
record in the use of the offensive expres­ 
sion complained of, which it is therefore 
the duty of Prentiss cheerfully, frankly 
and fully to retract.’' 
This was accepted by the friends of the 
combatants, aud Prentiss accordingly, with 
hischaracteristiccordiai and magnanimous 
feelings, made the utncnde honorable, to 
tne great joy of the friends and families of 
both parties. For several days, however, 
telegraphic rumors tilled the country that 
a hostile meeting had taken place, and that I 
Prentiss was killed. 
Mr. Clay afterward j f l l w a y s 
r e a d y 
wrote Prentiss a letter of tbaoks aud grat­ 
itude tor his noble conduct. 
The ?tqucl to this happy reconciliation 
finally ended in a terrible tragedy. 
Young 
Irw ’n being of a sensitive, Lightened na­ 
ture, could not easily banish from his mind 
the stain that be conceived had been fixed 
upon his father’s honor. Notwithstand­ 
ing the full retractiou that Prentiss had 
made, with expressions of the deepest re­ 
gret, and besides writing a note lo Uobeit 
Johnson honoring and appreciating the 
gallantry |of young Irwin, and again mak­ 
ing the most generous concessions, young 
Irwin writhed under the sting .of condem­ 
nation which he felt public opinion had 
pronounced against bis father, in vain he 
struggled to tree himself from this hidious 
phantom which haunted him day and 
night. Resorting to dissipation to drive 
away its memories, be indulged to excess. 
and tu his delirium after being up all night, 
he retired to Lie room at the Bt. Chilies 
hotel, about 4 o’clock rn the morning, when 
soon after a pistol shot was heard, and the 
proud spirit of young Henry Clay Irwin 
was fouud to haye taken its flight to auntli­ 
er world.
